Thanks to all who gave me helpful comments on my agc problem. I did many 
good things and found some unexpected problems. There are capacitors 

in the rig that are not black plastics but still can fail. I also found 

some heat stressed resistors in the bias-agc supply. An alignment helped 

as did going to the 130 v tap on the transformer, I never see less than 

125 with my 200 amp service. My conclusion was that it is an intermodulation 
problem. Local on 850 khz local on 1300 khz difference 450 khz- close enough 
to cause trouble. The key to understanding the problem was driving the 
maximum output of a urm25 signal generator at 850 khz into the rx 

without any perceivable distortion. 73 George

Subject: On cap substitution boxes 


Cap substitution boxes are handy doodads. I got one (Eico) from a purveyor 
of debris a few months ago and couldn't wait to use it. A good excuse 
cropped up last night, so I dug it out of the second pile from the left 
behind the door and lashed it into the circuit. Oddly, it didn't seem to be 
capacitating quite right. I tried another switch position and things got 
worse. The Heathkit (tm) Condenser Checker always sits on the bench, so I 
did a quick check. Very little eye opening at balance. Even less for a 
leakage check at 150v. Suspicions start to grow. 


A blunt dissection on the patient revealed that it was chock full of those 
great...Black Beauties. (Sound of teeth gnashing and moans of frustration. ) 
In this case, Pyramid Imps. At least with that handy selector switch it was 
easy to check 'em. The only caps that hinted of normal operation were the 
lowest three values, and they were mica. As for the rest, about half 
yielded reasonable values at balance, but 3/4 of them had severe or deadly 
leakage at 150 v. Many had leakage at 25 v. All were rated at 400v or more. 


Bottom line--they sell cheap at fests for a reason. If you get an Eico, be 
prepared to replace nearly all of the caps. Sigh. Back to the SX-42, it 
ain't as broke as this thing....

*xThisx problem is not with QST View, but with Winhelp32, the 32-bit Windows 
help viewer provided by Microsoft. It's not perfect, either -- no software 
is -- and some helpfiles can be more problematic to display than others 
(even if they compile without error in the WinHelp compiler), especially if 
you do a lot of navigating around, which can entail many window openings and 
closings. 


As a temporary workaround to the "can't access a particular page" problem, 
if your Windows system includes a utility or larger application capable of 
displaying .tif files, you're in. (Most recent ones do; the Wang Imaging 
viewer utility is included for free with recent Win95 installations; Paint 
Shop Pro is an example of a full-blown program capable of doing what we 
need.) Just snoop around on the CD-ROM that contains the article you want to 
view. Notice the directory structure? On the 1933 through 1935 disk, for 
instance, the issues are in subdirectories called 33, 34 and 35, and under 
each is are twelve subdirectories, one for each month. Each page in each 
issue is in a .tif file of its own. But here's the trick: Because Covers I 
and II of a given issue are treated as the issue's first and second pages 
(3302001.tif and 3302002.tif), page one of the February 1933 issue is 
contained in the file 3302003.tif, and so on. So you can use the QST View 
viewer to view and print, for instance, the contiguous first five pages of 
H. A. Robinson's excellent "Regenerative Detectors" (Feburary 1933, pages 


26-30 and 90), and then use the Win95 image viewer to open the last page you 
can't get to, 3302092.tif. (The Wang image utility's printing ability is 
pretty limited; I don't think it can scale an image to fit on a page, for 
instance. Paint Shop Pro and other big-time programs can.) 


As for searching the QST database faster and more usefully than the current 
QST View functionality allows, the members-only portion of the ARRL website 
now includes a searchable database of QST and QEX from 1994 back to 1915 
(and ARRL HQ staff are working on bringing the database up to current). I 
highly recommend it as an adjunct to whatever you do with QST View. That 
it's also of great value to boatanchor/vintage/glowbug radio enthusiasts 
should go without saying.

But here's the thing: Last night, operating with a 
fresh QST View install I did to specifically test out this problem, xIx 
couldn't access all of an issue's pages, either. The instructions say, "To 
browse an entire issue, enter the Year and Month, type xissue in the Article 


field, and click Retrieve. This will retrieve all the pages (except covers) 
for the selected issue. Then use the Current Page indicator and 
Previous/Next Page buttons to navigate through the issue." I followed those 
instructions, and the several times I tried I got only the issue's xcoverss, 
and as a result the absolute page number controls were xnot enabled. 


Okay, I must revise. When I said

>print the continued pages. Grant, NQ5T pointed out that another "search" is

>correct year and month in the year and month fields. Use the continued page 
>number (actual QST page number, not arbitrary page numbers QST View uses 
>when displaying the first search) to go to the continued page. More on this 
>at the end of my message. Should have copied Grant's message, he described 
>it better. 


Correct... Apparently, once you select an article it only brings in the 
contiguous pages of that article. The "1 - 4" refers only to the pages in 
that "subset" rather than the actual QST pages. I have always used the 
"issue" method, read the Table of Contents, and gone from there. Normally 
I am using FBTO or another index to find a particular article first.
